Farmers’ Hunger And 
Superstitions.

All China seems to be in trial 
With famine al- 
ready’ grievous in the South-west 
and the Yellow River overflowing 
her banks to make desolate the 
North, and the drought in the 
Yangtze Valley, the burdens of the 
patient people in many places are 
already past bearing, 

Tales of horrors perpetrated by 
tien and women made desperate by 
want and hunger have already 
come in from the outputs and far 
inland stations. None exceed the 
story of rapine and outrage‘as 
comes from Chekiang where the 
drought appears to have been 
worst for the central provinces.
